PERHAPS the 
most perplexing 
feature of the sea- 
son has been the 
failure of the bril- 
liant young South 
Melbourne Hellas 
side of last year to 
follow up in 1989, 

Most considered last 
year's South Melbou- 
tne team to be the 
brightest spark on the 
local scene for many 
years and.there were 
few willing to bet that 
it wouldn't kick on into 
the new season. 

It hasn't happened, 
and although a recent 
4-1 win at Wollongong 
followed by 3-2 against 
Apia have kept South 
Melbourne in. with a 
shout for the finals, the 
task of making the 
play-offs would seem 
to be tough. 

Coach Brian Garvey 
would be the last to 
admit defeat despite 
his team not having 
lived up to expecta- 
tions. 

“As long as it's 
mathematical to make 
the finals we've got to 
be positive,” says 
Garvey. 

“And with plenty 
of points still to play 
for it's especially im- 
portant to have the 
players thinking like 
that.” 

The conjecture ab- 
out the demise of Hel- 
las in '89 has hardly 
stopped since the club 
scored just two victor- 
ies in the first seven 
games of the year. 

Talk of problems be- 
hind the scenes, fac- 
tion fighting and play- 
ers upset about the dis- 
missal of former skip- 
per Bobby Russell 
have bobbed up with 
increased freequency 
as the season has prog- 
ressed. 


SINCE ASW talked to Garvey the fortunes 
of South Melbourne have improved drama- 
tically. :

It can be summed up 
as the same sort of 
‘press talk’ that trou- 
bles any club when it is 
in a slump. 

As far as the players 
are concerned, much 
of the talk is nonsense. 
Danny Wright dimis- 
sed it all as “rubbish’. 


The star Hellas front 
man explains it away 
as being ‘one of those 
years’. 

“IT think what has 
happened is that clubs 
are approaching us dif- 
ferently this year,” 
Wright told me. 


“Last year we were 
an unknown quantity 
and we caught teams 
on the break whereas 
this year we have been 
treated with far more 
respect and have had 
to work for everything 
we've got.” 


Garvey agrees, but 
he added that he felt 
the type of attention 
the young Hellas stars 
have received this year 
will be good experi- 
ence for them in 
future. 

“Teams have come 
out and played harder 
against us this year,” 
Garvey said. 


“Now it's a learning 
process for the players 
and they'll be better 
for the experience.” 

It's no secret that 
the sacking of Russell 
upset some of the old 
guard South Melbou- 
re players but Wright 
believes the team is 
still as close off the 
field as it ever was and 
added there were no 
problems amongst 
team mates. 


“When you get on 
the park you think ab- 
out getting a result, 
not what is happening 
in the board room,” 
says Wright. 


Hellas followed up its Wollongong win 
with impressive victories over Apia and Syd- 
ney Olympic to give the club its first run of 
three consecutive wins since last season. 

Although Souths still have the job at hand 
to stay in the finals race, the mood at the club 
is as optimistic as it has been for some time. 

“Stringing three victories together for the 
first time helps the players believe in their 
own abilities,” Garvey told the press after 
the 2-0 triumph over Olympic. 

That Hellas has ability goes without saying 
— if it plays at its best, which has rarely 
happened in 1989, it is the equal of any club. 

In recent outings, the likes of Paul Trimboli, 
Peter Tsolakis, Mike Petersen and Steve 
Tasios have shown that they are returning to 
top form. 

If they can maintain this standard over the 
testing final few weeks of the season, and if 
youngsters like Kim Taliadorosand Haris 
Micheil continue to rise to the occasion, 
there is no reason why the team cannot 
reach the finals for the second consecutive 
year. 

A few weeks ago !| wrote that it would take 
a minor miracle for Hellas to make it. 

But it seems that the canny Garvey might 
be about to prove us all wrong once again.

“Morale is good? If 
you watch training 
you'll see that the lads 
are together and en- 
joying their training,” 
Garvey explained. 

“There's no point 
in making a big deal of 
something like that 
which is not a 
problem. 

“Our problems are 
rather more straight- 
forward. 

“It’s been a messy 
season for us and last 
week was really the 
first time we've man- 
aged to get down to a 
normal training 
routine. 

“Last year it was 
training Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday 
with a game on 
Sunday. : 

“We had no major 
injury problems last 
year but we lost play- 
ers like Tasios and 
Wade for much of the 
first half of the season. 


“And with players 
off on Socceroo duty 
and playing games on 
different days of the 
week, our whole 
routine has been diffe~ 
rent. 

“All of it has gone 
towards affecting our 
training and playing 
and as a result our 
peformances have 
been inconsistent all 
year. 

“From my point of 
view I've had to work 
harder this year than 
“Jast and yet we've not 
been as successful.” 

Wright says the in- 
juries can't be used as 
an excuse. 

He is adamant that 
the players have let 
Garvey down, nothing 
more and nothing less. 

“Maybe some of us 
have rested on our 
laurels,” he ex- 
plained. 

“It all comes back 
to the players and we 
should have realised 
that last year’s stan- 
dard wouldn't be good 
enough again this year” 

Garvey believes just 
one good run of results 
will see South Melbou- 
rne turn its fortunes 
around once again. 

He points to-the ex- 
amples of Sydney 
Olympic and Adelaide 
City which have both 
put a string of results 
together and are now 
looking threatening as 
the finals approach. 
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STEVE Smith is 
enough of a realist 
to feel that this is 
his last season in 
the red and black 
of Preston Make- 
donia. 

And if that is the 
case he’s determined 
to go out a winner at 
his only NSL club since 
moving from State 
League Box Hill in 
1984. 

Despite the nagging 
injuries which have 
probably kept him 
from becoming one of 
the most feared strik- 
ers in the league over 
the past five years, and 
despite a white-ant bri- 
gade at Preston which 
has wanted him out for 
longer than he cares to 
remember, he is dedi- 
cated to going out on a 
high note. 

The 28-year-old goal 
ace is hoping Preston is 
up to the task of win- 
ning the 1989 Grand 
Final. 

“I think this is my 
last year at the club,” 
he told ASW last 
week. “My contract 
ends and the signs are 
there that I won't be at 
Preston next year so [ 
want to go out on a 
winning note. 

“T've got a shelf full 
of runners-up medals 
and this is probably my 
last chance to win 
something with the 
club." 

Smith, a scorer of 43 
NSL goals in an all- 
too-brief career, is a 
veteran of Preston's ill- 
fated 1985 and 1987 
teams which came so 
close to honours under 
Bill Murray and Ernie 
Merrick respectively. 

In "85 Preston was 
pipped at the post in 
both the NSL Cup fi- 
nal and the Southern 
Division grand final 
while two years later 
Preston finished 
league runner-up to 
all-conquering Apia. 

“In 1985 we had an 
experienced squad of 
players who had play- 
ed for a very long 
time,” he says. 

“But in the end [ 
don't think it had the 
little bit of flair it 
needed, 

“1987 was my most 
enjoyable spell at the 
club. 

“The team had flair 
and the lads really en- 
joyed playing 
together. 

“But I really be- 


. lieve that of the three 


sides, this year's team 
has the chance to 
achieve what the 
others couldn't. 

The handsome 
blond-haired striker 
admits that Preston's 
form has been far from 
convincing in recent 
weeks and that missing 
the finals is still a very 
distinct possibility. 

“If we play like we 
did against Sydney 
Olympic we certainly 
won't get there,” he 
told me. 

“But if we get some 
consistent form

“The thing is that 
every game away from 
home we've played 
well and that is prob- 
ably due to us not 
handling the pressure 
from supporters.

for possible sale by a 
couple of prominent 
Preston officials, it was 
Doncevski who step- 
ped in and insisted 
Smith remain part of 
his team, injuries or 
not. 


Smith admits to 
being disappointed 
an he was almost sold 
off. 


“I know the people 
who wanted to get rid 
of me,” he explained. 

“But I'm not about 
to let it worry me. I've 
just got to get on with 
it. As long as the coach 
is happy with me that’s 
the important thing, 

“As far as know- 
ledge of the game is 
concerned, the coach 
beats these other guys 
hands down and as 
long as he wants me 
T'm satisfied with that. 

“And, anyway, I 
know what Australian 
soccer can be like and 
if I let that sort of thing 
get to me I'd die of 
depression. 

“I've been at Pre- 
ston for five years and 
I know what it can be 
like at times. But I'm 
happy at the club.” 

Smith is desperate to 
see that injuries or 
poor form don’t get 
the better of him be- 
fore the play-offs. 


Having missed

A mild knock on his 
knee can mean a week 
out of action and at 
Preston these days if 
you don't train you 
just don't play.

NSL reform is 
now imperative 


THE new Austra- 
lian Soccer Federa- 
tion regime and its 
recently appointed 
commissioners 
have made some 
tough decisions. 

But the really tough 
ones have yet to be 
made and in this re- 
spect I am referring to 
the National Soccer 
League. 

Friends who support 
the current National 
League set-up tell me 
it doesn’t matter that 
the league is not truly 
national. 

The important 
thing, they say, is that 
the best 16 clubs in 
Australia are repre- 
sented in the league, 
and that the way is 
open for ambitious 
clubs to win their way 
into the major com- 
petition. 

They also say it is 
not important for all 
major population cen- 
tres to be represented, 
as in many nations 
throughout the world 
the major competition 
contains the best 
teams, not the major 
cities. 

All of which is fine 
in established football- 
ing nations, 

In Australia, where 
we face so much com- 
Petition from stronger 
sports, we are simply 
losing ground to any 
sport that comes along 
and goes national

while soccer football, 
the first sport to go 
national, withdraws 
into a two-city league

My own thoughts on 
the National League 
are quite simple. 

Either we have a 
truly National League 
with all major centres 
represented — Syd- 
ney, Melbourne, Ho- 
bart, Perth, Adelaide, 
Brisbane, Wollon- 
gong, Newcastle and 
Canberra — or not 
have one at all.

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Time is a precious 
commodity for 
coaches

ANOTHER rainy 
weekend washed 
out coaching com- 
mitments and 
allowed time to 
catch up on 
happenings in the 
sporting arena. 

Sunshine George 
Cross, Melbourne 
Croatia and South 
Melbourne were all on 
ABC television. 

Sunshine, who had 
played so badly in Syd- 
ney the previous week 
in the second half of 
their game with Syd- 
ney Olympic, played a 
splendid second half 
against Croatia.

Australian rugby 
league coaching great 
Jack Gibson has said 
that good fitness pre- 
paration, technical im- 
provement and tactical 
awareness. are relative- 
ly easy to bring about 
but good psychological 
preparation is the most 
important and hardest 
to achieve. 

In other words, suc- 
cess comes from the 
state of your mind. 

This probably is so 
but without good fit- 
ness, technique and 
tactical awareness, no 
matter what your men- 
tal attitude, you will 
not continue to win 
games. 


Short-term 


Thus the wholesale 
changes of Canterbury 
rugby league first 
grade team may work 
for one week because 
of the determination of 
the newcomers to 
prove they are up to it, 
but it is unlikely that 
half a team of second 
graders will continue 
to win games.

of the ditch. 

He may do so. 

His reputation will 
probably attract new 
players, the club offi- 
cials will give him 
money to buy them 
order to justify their 
change of coach. 

His ability will pre- 
sumably be greater 
than the man he re- 
placed. 

Which then begs the 
question why wasn't he 
there in the first place. 

Which also begs the 
question as to why 
Heidelberg never gave 
Jim Tansey a chance 
by providing him with 
the 100,000-plus dol- 
lars that they have 
spent on new players 
since they dropped 
deep into the relega- 
tion mire. 

The conclusion from 
this is that high quality 
club management is 
what produces long- 
term, sustained 
success, 

But even the best 
club may stumble in 
making a wrong first 
grade coaching 
appointment as has 
Carlton, although we 
don’t know what part 
injuries or bad luck 
may have played this 
Season. 

Luck and injuries 
certainly can wreck a 
team’s season just as 
they can a one-off 
game. 

Some days for soc- 
cer teams, almost ev- 
ery shot goes in where- 
as at other times the 
goals scored reflect the 
true ability of the 
team. 

Some days nothing 
goes right in defence 
and a team is ham- 
mered, whereas gen- 
erally the defence is 
sound such as the re- 
cent Marconi match 
against Adelaide City. 

Sometimes key play- 
ers are missing or are 
off their game. This 
can have a mighty 
effect on the-result. 

Accepting that men- 
tal attitude is crucial, 
we also find that the 
timing of goals can 
have a tremendous im- 
pact on the outcome of 
results. 


Goals 


Goals soon after the 
start, just before half- 
time and just after 
half-time give a 
tremendous boost to 
player morale. 

Tottenham Hots- 
purs in England once 
worked very hard at 
scoring during those 
periods. 

They had a good 
team and won the First 
Division that year. 

“Fatigue makes co- 
wards of us all..." is a 
saying coined by great 
American football 
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coach Vince Lom- 
bardi. 

Tiredness can make 
a team look flat and 
without enthusiasm. 

A team without en- 
thusiasm cannot win 
anything. 


The other night as I 
took my team into the 
Fairfield district of 
Sydney looking for a 
field dry enough to 
train on, I came across 
Fil Bottalico, ex-APIA 
great now coaching 
Penrith Uruguay, cur- 
rently bottom of the 
NSW State League. 

Fil has had winning 
teams but he needs 
players. 


Uruguay sacked De- 
nnis Hoggart a year 
ago when he had the 
team fifth in favour of 
Uruguayan internatio- 
nal Washington Gon- 
zales who became 
player-coach and took 
them to third place. 

Then he moved to 
Melita and the bottom 
dropped out of Uru- 
guay this year. 


Hoggart, with his 
assistant Willie Gal- 
lagher, had a proven 
record of consistency, 
tried and tested at 
Melita. 

He was able also to 
attract players. 

Why did Uruguay 
sack him when there 
was no way they could 
go above Blacktown 
and Melita, such was 
their strength in State 
League last year. 

Why not give Hog- 
gart and Gallagher 
time? 


Why not four years 
instead of four 
months? 

So now they are 
looking for miracles 
from Bottalico, a good 
coach but not super- 
human, 


This pattern has 
been so prevalent 
among our soccer 
clubs here in Australia 
over the years. It is 
self-defeating and 
often frustrates any 
chance of real ongoing 
club success. 


Success in soccer 
clubs and soccer 
games, as in all things, 
comes back to as many 
people as possible 
doing as many things 
as well as they possibly 
can, from president to 
coach to player to mas- 
seur to gear steward to 
tea person to ball boy. 


There are major key 
factors sure, but every 
one per cent improve- 
ment in whatever de- 
partment builds the 
structure that produces 
overall success and 
that takes time. 


Marconi currently is 
the standard bearer in 
these things in Austra- 
lian club soccer.

and Sunday. 

This is indeed an 
opportunity to maxi- 
mise advertising of 
forthcoming fixtures. 

But that in itself is 
not enough, 

Radio is just as im- 
portant and in many 
instances can be more 
direct, especially local 
and regional stations. 

Again, the informa- 
tion must be fed to the 
station newsrooms. 


It must be on a regu- 
lar basis, comprising of 
any relevant develop- 
ments, ie ground fit- 
ness, late team 
changes, transfer etc. 


One area I have not 
seen being used in 
Australia is that of 
local shops, clubs and 
hotels. 

It is common prac- 
tice in the UK for local 
teams to have large 
sheets printed with the 
next four fixtures — 
one sheet per month 
— Stating who the 
team is playing, where 
and when. 

Soccer clubs should 
seriously look at this 
system of informing 
their supporters and 
the public through the 
shops, RSL clubs, 
hotels and bars in their 
area. 

Ask the shop owner 
if he or she would 
kindly hang the poster 
in the shop. 

You can repay them 
by gving the family

Another method is 
to print small leaflets 
advertising local team 
games and do letter 
box drop. 

Organise your 
supporters to deliver 
these leaflets to homes 
in their streets, 

Organise a special 
promotion day, two or 
three times a year. 
Ask yotr local 
supporters to bring a 
friend to the game, 
their friend has free 
admission. > 
There are many 
ways soccer can be 
promoted. It’s a case 
of doing it. 

Don't give up by 
saying “Oh, Sydney is 
a rugby league city,” 
and ‘Melbourne and 
Adelaide Aussie rules 
bastions.”” 

Do something posi- 
tive, appoint some- 
body at your club and 
saturate the news 
media, letter boxes, 
shops, etc., with in- 
formation, 

When enough clubs 
do so, the news media 
will take us more 
seriously. 

As a matter of in- 
terest, Australia shows 
more soccer on TV 
through the ABC and 
SBS than Britain. 

Let us capitalise on 
this situation. 

After all, half the 
job is being done 
already.

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HE move in the AUSTRALIAN 
SOCCER WEEKLY last week and in 
editorials in previous weeks prob- 
ably fell on deaf ears in certain quarters. 
What was advocated was a system of financial 
supervision of the clubs, and a regionalisation to 
allow planned development of soccer for major 
Australian cities leading to future franchising of 
clubs. 


And that involves abandonment of promotion 
and relegation, one of the root causes of instability 
of soccer in Australia. 

It may be great for the game in Europe and 
South America where it is overwhelmingly the 
premier sport. 


In Australia it has led to fragmentation of re- 
sources and a continued impossibility in building 
most clubs on a sound foundation. 

But in spite of the views of current administra- 
tors there will have to be reform over the next 
four or five years or to all intents and purposes the 
game will die. 

One club can see its support base dropping 80% 
over 15 years. 

For others that scale of reduction has almost 
taken place already. 

‘An example has been pointed to in NSW rugby 
league. 

Penrith has taken 10 years to come from easy 
beats to a feared team. 


Soccer expects clubs to come to NSL and settle 
in just one year! What rubbish! 


If today Newcastle and Canberra were told to 


get their entire acts together — not just Newcastle ¢ 


Austral, Adamstown Rosebud or Canberra 
Croatia acting singly — but combined resource 
clubs for the entire regions for NSL positions in 
two years time then something could be achieved. 

Brisbane similarly must do a 100% combined 
job. 

Now look at present plans. 

Demoted clubs will have no revenue-producing 
games from July 16, 1989. to maybe mid-March 
or April 1990. 

In future years demoted clubs would end their 
season in May! 

How can State Federations realistically cater 
for them at that stage of the normal winter 
season? 

And any promoted club from Victoria, Queens- 
land and South Austraia would have to play off in 
October and begin the league on November 5, 
without ever kno if they would be joining the 
league, or being able to make sensible plans to 
recruit new players. 

Already rugby league has moved to open its 
Cup games in mid-February, thus somewhat 
limiting the proposed “summer” gains in east- 
ern states. 

One factor that can finally assist towards 
obtaining sanity in soccer is the shortage of worth- 
while facilities. 

Major grounds haye been lost over the years 
and various clubs must find their way to grounds 
with specator facilities. 

If the lessons of the NSL and the VFL are to be 
learnt, Perth must do best to remain in its own 
Western Super League, pity though it is. 

Latest figures on the Perth VFL team indicate 
accumulated losses of $7.7 million. 

When the ASF general secretary Alan Vessey 


returns from the under 16 World Cup in Scotland > 


he will have urgent matters for attention arising 
from his visit. 
Looking further ahead, the idea was to have 
international tournaments from June onwards. 
It remains to be seen what can be accomplished.

Preventing soccer injuries 


THE Sports Injury 
Prevention Prog- 
ramme (SIPP) is an 
innovative prog- 
ramme designed 
to assist those 
who participate in 
sport to both enjoy 
their sport and to 
have a lower inci- 
dence of injury. 

This programme dif- 
fers from many others 
in that it is aimed at 
the players as well as 
the teacher, coach or 
trainer. 

It is designed more 
as a programme of 
“self-management” 
in sports injuries. 

Because it is aimed 
at YOU, the individual 
who participates in 
sport or physical activ- 
ity, it is suited to all 
levels of ability, to all 
ages and to a variety of 
sporting activities. 

It should be appreci- 
ated that the factors 
which cause sports in- 
jury to the elite athlete 
are the same which 
cause injury to any 
sports participant, 

As SIPP has a strong 
educational base in 
both knowledge and 
practical skills, it is 
particularly applicable 
to those engaged in 
post-primary teaching, 

The concept of the 
SIPP programme 
originated in the Un- 
ited States, where 
similar programmes 
have been in existence 
for many years. 

The effectiveness of 
these sports injury 
programmes in terms 
of the reduction of in- 
juries, their severity 
and the rate of recurr- 
ence has been well 
documented. 

Within Australia 
SIPP has been initially 
developed by staff 
from Cumberland Col- 


lege of Health Sciences 
and further modified 
by Footscray Institute 
of Technology per- 
sonnel. 

Some anticipated 
outcomes of SIPP will 
be: awareness of effec- 
tive methods of pre- 
venting sports injuries, 
including preventive 
taping, increased 
knowledge for stu- 
dents and coaches for 
onfield assistance in 
dealing with sports in- 
juries, and improved 
knowledge for 
coaches, parents and 
pupils and participants 
‘on scientific aspects of 
training in the preven- 
tion of sporting in- 
juries and enhanced 
enjoyment for those 
participating in sport. 

The above outcomes 
should reduce the inci- 
dence, and in particu- 
lar, recurrence rate of 
sports injuries. 

It will also assist 
players to return to ac- 
tive sport faster after 
an injury has occurred, 
and reduce the 
possibility of minor in- 
Juries becoming more 
severe, 

Sports medicine sur- 
veys evaluating the na- 
ture of sporting in- 
juries, especially in 
contact sports, indicate 
that the incidence and 
severity“of injury in- 
creases significantly 
once athletes have pas- 
sed through the 
adolescent growth 
spurt. 

This is a direct result 
of the increases in size, 
strength and body bulk 
and is associated with 
maturation. 


As SIPP is a new 
programme designed 
for all ages, but with a 
special relevance to 
the post-primary child 
and to the adult, it is
